In no other example of Dock construction 
in Japan have the builders had the same diffi- 
culties occurring from the nature of the soil as 
confronted the constructors of (he. Kawasaki 
Dock. It isin the manner in which these diffi- 
culties have been overcome that the credit of 
the designers and engineers chiefly lies. A 
brief report written by the engineer in charge, 
describes these difficulties and they will appeal 
to all engineers who bave had similar work 
through their hands:~

From High Water to 20’, Sand,

According to- information got from Japanese 
artesian well-borers, the lowest stratum of com- 
pact sand exiends as far down as go’ below 
high water level, Then follows another layer 
of silt about 33’ in depth, below which there is 
another layer of sand, the thickness of which 
was ascertained to be about 168’ The lower 
silt stratum was fourd ta be soft that while 
the boring was in progress a boring rod 
accidentally dropped, sank 12’ by its own 
weight. The constructors also experienced: 
very greal difficulty in removing the above soil 
for the construction of the cofferdam owing to 
the civing in of the trench made for the puddle. 

The further conten's of this report, although 
they refertothe later operations, may be in-

The rubble in front of the cofferdam a (coffer- 
dam circular in form, 200' in length was built

the stratum of sand below 51’ from high water 
fevel, evidence of the presence of water was 
found as the following shows ;— 

During the sinking of a trial pit neur the site 
of the dock,a pile was driven, and on ita reaching 
a depth of 53’ below high water from the strat- 
um of sand came upalong the pile, This water 
rose #0 fast that the pile (5 feet. in diameter) 
was filled from 20° below high water level to 
within 9 of it ledge in go minutes. The silt 
around the pile was at the same time washed 
away, leaving a space sufficiently large to allow 
of a man’s hand being thrust in. 

. twas the presence of water in the stratum of 

sand at a depth of 1’ below high water level 

which constituted.the most essential difficulty: 
in the way of the thorough success of the 
work, The engineers had to, calculate upan 
the possibility of very serious pressure on 
the bottom of the dock by.this water seeking 
issue upwards.» It was found that its pressure 
increased and diminished with, the rise and 
falt of the tide. Upon analysis, this under- 
ground water was shown to be. neither sea- 
water nor fresh, but a mixture of both. It was 
also found that, when free, it bad sufficient 
head to rise nearly to high-water level. The 
contracting engineer surmises that if this 
underground water were, purely fresh water, 
there might be a hope of lowering its level, 
but from the fact that it contains some of the 
constituents of sea water, it. is. inferred that it

JAPANESE, REGULATIONS. 

The Of; tal Gre te ol the sath inst. publ.sh- 
ed a War Department Natification relating to 
war carresponienis., 

The Notification provides that intending 
war correspondents must send in their apulica- 
lions to the War Office, accompanied by their 
credentials Foreign correspondents forward 
such apptications through their Minister or 
Consul accredited to tapan, and the documents 
specified above may be dispensed with. The 
. name of the jonrnal represented must appear 
on the application, Only jnurnatists having 
Over one year's actual exserience will beg ranted 
permits. Foreign correspondents are permit- 
ted to tke an interpreter or a servant, in case 
of necessity. The corespondent nist be in 
foreizn dress, with a band of white cloth, about 
two inches wide on lis lef sleeve, with the name 
of the journal he represents in red letters in 
Japanese, The correspodent shall first submit 
his corresponcence to the inspection of the 
officer who may he designated by the Com. 
manders' Office, No cypher or symbols can 
be used in the correspondence. Correspon- 
dents shall produce their permits tn the 
Military authorities, whenever inspeciion there- 
of is demarded, Correspondents who commit 
offences prescribed under the Penal Code, 
Military Penal Code, Military Secrets Pro- 
tection Laws, will be subjected to trial by 
court-martial.

- COMING EVENTS.

For the delectation of its readers during the 
holidays a London journal published two 
columns of prophecy which could not fail to 
interest those who take pleasure in «nticipating

In these matters itis well not to 
be too rigid in fegard to a few seconds for 
cataclysms da not conform quite, strictly to 
fixed principles and itis useless to try and 
chain apa thunderbolt or confine a waterspout 
within a flume. We have two full years’ no ice 
that u period of excitement is to begin and 
twenty-five years to sit dawn and record the 
fulfilment of prophecy. It is now generally beld 
by leading expositors that the prophetic periods 
of 2,309, 1335, 129°, and (260 days, or three and 
a half times or 42 months mentioned in Daniel 
and Revelation, have a year-day fulfilment, 
but will have also their main literal-day ful- 
filment as days in connection with a fu- 
ture personal Despot who bas been typified 
and foreshadowed by Nebuchadnezzar, Alex- 
ander the Great, Ciesar, and the Turkish 
Sultans atid Napoleon the Great, and he will, 
to a cestain extent, re-enact their career within 
the final ten or twelve years of this age. The 
Angel's oath in Revelation. X. describing the 
Reformation }.poch, which culminate! 19 the 
Massacre of St. Bartholenew’s Eve in 1572 is 
understood to signify that from that massacre 
“there shall be a time or chronos of 360 years 
no longer” before the end of this age. Also 
ander the fifth seal in Rev. VI, the martyrs 
-at che time of che same massacre are bidden to 
¥Y wait for a “little season” of 360 years until the 
day of veogeance, that is from 1672 to 1919 or 

t931—which is all as clear as mud to (he 
-caverage man who speods his Sunday mornings 

playing gold or shooting snipe. 

The ‘twenty 
coming events had better be foreshadowed lest 
they take us’ by surprise, “Twenty-one k ng-

THE NEW ARMY HELMET, 
eS 

Itis notified that Government sanction the 
adoption of ihe Wolseley pattern helmet made 
ofcork, khaki covered and fitted with khaki 
pugri and leather chin-strap in leu of the pre- 
sent pattern to be worn by all British Woops 
and British Officers. Inthe Indian army the 
Lelmet will be worn in full and field service 
dress without any addition, the fittings fe, the 
spike, chin-chain, etc., worn with the present 
pattern helmet being abolished in the case of 
officers, The present pattern of white helmet 
with fittings, will be retained for wear on 
‘ceremonial occasions when not on duty with 
troops, British units will be permitted, should 
they so wish to, to make their own arrange- 
ments for the supply of the helmet provided 
the authorised pattern is adhered to, In such 
cases compensation instead of an issue in kind 
will be drawn, rates of which will be published 
ata future date. Lnits, which have not been 
permitted to make their own asrangements for 
‘helmets will continue to wear the existing 
pattern till the present Government contracts 
explre—,°

| TREATMENT UNDER HAGUE WAR. 

i REGULATIONS. 


As the result of recent events Japan must 
abeady have a certain number of Russian 
prisoners in her hands. ‘That these will be 
treated with humanity is certain—in fact the 
Russians are likely to be treated with much 
more consideration than, we fear, Japauese who 
fall into Russian hands, Noth Powers are, 
however, signatories of War Regulations of 
‘The Hayue Convention, which place the treat: 
ment of prisoners no longer within the dis. 
cretion of the signatory Powers, but makes the 
arrangements therein set forth binding on 
them, These Regulations provide as follnws;— 

Prisoners of war are in the power ofthe hos- 
tile Government, but not in that of the individ: 
uals or corps who captured them, ‘They must be 
humanely treated. Alt their personal Gelong- 
‘ng except arms, horses, and military papers, re- 
main their property (Article 4), Prisoners of war 
may be interned in a town, fortress, camp, or 
any other locality, and bound not to go beyond 
certain fixed | mils; but they can only be con- 
fined. as an indispensable measure, of safety 
(Article 5). The State may uulise the labour 
of prisoners of war according to their rank and 
aptitude, Their tasks shall uot be excessive, 
and shall have nothing to do with fhe nulitary 
operations, Prisoners may be authorised to 
work far the public service, tor private persons, 
or on their own account. Work done for the 
State shall be paid for according to. the taril’s 
in force for soldiers of the nationa. army em- 
ployed on similar tasks. When the work is for 
other branches of the public service or for 
private persons, the cgnditions shall be settet!

The wages of the prisuners shall go towards 
unproving their position, and the balance shall 
he paid them at the time of their release, 
after deducting the cost of wher mamten: 
ance (Article 6) ‘The Government 
whose hands prisovers of war have fallen 
is bound to maintain then. Failing a sperial 
ayecment between the belligerents, prisoners 
of war shall be treated, as rey ards food, quarters 
and clothing, on the same footing as the troaps 
of the Government which has captured them 
‘Article 7) Prisoners of war shall he subject lo 
the laws, regulations, and orders in force in the 
army of the State into whose hands’ they have 
fallen, Any act of insubordination warrants the 
adoption, as regards them, of such measures of 
severityas may be necessary, Escaped prison. 
ers, recaptured before they have succeeded in 
rejoining ther army, or before quitting the ter- 
“tory occupied by the army that captured them, 
are liable to disciplinary punishment, Prison. 
ers who, after succeeding in escaping, are again 
taken prisoners, are not hable to any punish: 
ment for the previous flight (Article 8). Every 
Prisoner of war, if questioned, is bound to 
declue his true name and rank, and if he dis: 
regards this cule, he is lablecto a curtailment 
of the advantages accorded ta the prisoners of 
war of his clans (Article 9). Misoners of war 
may be set at hberty on pace if the laws of 
their country authorise it, and, nm such a case, 
they are bound, on their personal honour, scru- 
pulovsly to fulfil, both as regards their own’ 
Government by who they were made prison: 
ers, the engagements U ey have coatracted

It has been pointed out as an interesting 
addion of The Hayue Convention that the 
regulations assimilate individuals wha follow an 
army without duectly belonging to it, such as 
Hewspaper correspondents and reporiers, con- 
& ctois, who fall imo the enemy’ hands, to 
prisgiers of war, provided they can produce a 
ceruiheate from the military authorities of the 
army they were accompany ng. 

A new departure is made by a provision in 
the regulations provid.ny for the wotituvon of 
a Bureau for informauion relative to prisoners 
ol war. This is to be created at the com- 
wencement of hostbities, teaci of the 
beligerent States, and, when necessary, in the 
Neutral Counties on whose lerritory belligerents 
have been received, [tis intended 
all inquities about prioners of 
(ois ty be furnished by the 
iF ration to eaable it to keep an individual 
teturm for each prisoner of war it is Lo 
be kept informed of internments and changes, 
as well as of admissions into hospital and 
deaths. It is also the duty of the Informa. 
tion Bureau to receive and collect all 
objects of personal use, valuables, letters, &c., 
found on the battlefields or teft by prisoners 
who have died in hospital or ambulance, and 
to transmit them to those interested. It is. 
moreover, to have the privilege of free postage. 
Letters, money: orders, and valuables, as well 
as posial parcels destined for the prisoners of 
war or dspatched by them, are to be free of 
all postal duties, both in the counties of origin 
and destination, as well as in those they pass 
through, . Gifts and relief in kind for prisoners 
of warare to be admitted free ‘of all duties of 
entry and others, as well as of payments for 
Carriage by the Government railways. 

Furthermoig, Relief So.ieties tor prisoners 
of war, regularly constituted with the object of 
charity, are to receive every facility with the 
bounds of military requirements for the effec- 
tive accomplishment of their task, Delegates 
of these societies are to be admitted to the 


places of internment for the distribution of 
relief, as alsu to the halting places of repatriat- 
ed prisoners, “if furnished with a personal 
spermit by the military -authorities, and on 
engagement in- wiiting to comply with all 
thetr reculations for order and police,"—~-Kode
